1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Claims 68-82 have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
68-82 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 68-82 
been cancelled. Claims 42-67 and 84 are pending and allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of Tognazzini (US 6,295,482 B1) teaches a newspaper 
vending machine is equipped with a computerized control and an infrared 
communications transceiver. A user equipped with an IR transceiver may download an 
electronic copy of an article. The IR link is also used to transfer digital cash or payment 
authorizations to the vending machine in exchange for the information. 

In regarding to independent claims 42, 63 and 83, Tognazzini taken either 
individually or in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or render 
obvious a base unit remote to the vending machine, comprising a communication 
interface for communicating with a remote location remote to the vending machine and 
the base unit, said base unit communicating data received from the vending machine to 
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Art Unit: 3694 

the remote location and communicating data received from the remote location to the 
vending machine, wherein the base unit is configured to communicate a plurality of 
operating states to the VIU and the VIU is configured to initiate communication with the 
remote location responsive to receipt of a first one of the plurality of operating states 
from the base unit.
